For  COVERED  SMUT  on  HULLESS  BARLEY,  dust  with 
Copper  Carbonate,  2  to  4  oz.  to  bushel  of  grain. 

SMUT  IN  OATS :  For  Loose  Smut  and  Covered  Smut  add  1  pint 
Formaldehyde  to  forty  (40)  gallons  of  water  and  sprinkle  on  40  bushel 
grain.  Cover  with  sacks  or  canvas  for  two  to  four  hours. 

BUNT  or  STINKING  SMUT  IN  WHEAT:  Dust  seed  grain 
with  Copper  Carbonate,  2  to  4  ounces  to  the  bushel,  or  Copper  Carb, 
using  4  to  6  oz.  per  bushel.  Mix  in  a  barrel  mixer  so  that  all  grains 
are  covered  with  the  dust.  Treatment  can  be  made  at  any  time  and 
grain  can  be  stored  without  injury.
